So we find the fortunes of a nation put upon 
the stago with ns much vividness as over be- 
fore tho fortunes of a village inaideu or a 
lost heir; and tho forces that oppose aud cor- 
rupt a principle holding tho ntttntiou qiiilo 
as strongly as tho wicked barons or ill's- 
honest attorneys of tlio past. .Iienco those 
individual interests that wore supreme in 
Fielding, aud even in Scott Blood out over 
everything olso and formed, as it wcfo, tho 
flpimi of the story, figure hero only ns ono 
sot of interests among many sets, ouo forco 
among many forces, ono thing to bo Ircntcd 
out of n whole world of things 'equally vivid 
and important. So that, for Hugo, man is 
no longer an isolated spirit without autecc- 
dout or rolation bore below, but a being in- 
volved in tho action and roacliou of natural 
forces, himself a centre of such action nud 
reaction; or an unit in a great multitude, 
chased hither aud thithr by epidemic terror 
aud aspirations, 
and, in all seriousness, 


blown about by ovory wind of doctrine. 
This is a long way that wo have travelled; 
between such work and Iho work of Fielding 
ls;lhere not, indeed, n great gulf in thought 
and sentiment?— [Tho Coruhill Magazine.
